Whenever in a legislative 
assembly anything is opposed to Roman claims, 
then all the Roman €xtholic members who 
support the measure are excommunicate by 
their support. The law of the land is brought 
into contempt, the interests of the State are 
subordinated to the interests of the Roman 
Church, and Roman Catholics are tied hand 
and foot when the Church speaks against 
proposals that in their consciences are for 
the good of the State. The Papacy of 
Pius X. has not the power of the sword 
to support its pretensions—it lays claim to 
spiritual authority in this interference be- 
tween a man and his conscience. Pius IX. 
in the syllabus denounced liberalism in every 
shape and form; Pius X.in this last decree 
deprives Roman Catholics of their elementary - 
rights as citizens and places the priesthood, as 
far as they are concerned, outside the law.

Books worth Reading. 


AN EIRENIC ITINERARY. By SILAS 
McBee. (Longmans. 4s. 6d. net.) 


Mr. McBee is Editor of the New . York 
Churchman and a missionary enthusiast. He 
is keen on Christian Union, and it is to his 


enterprise and dauntiess spirit that some of 


the most picturesque incidents of the Edin- 
burgh Missionary Conference owed their 
origin. He is also a man of vision who sees 


what he wishes to observe, and in the process — 


loses sight of much that is seen clearly by 
other folk who do not possess his gift. He 
believes that the day is coming for a wider 
Christian Union—an outlook that embraces 
not only Protestant Christendom, but also has 
within its view the Roman and the Greek 
Church. He is an optimist of the first water, 
and his optimism never fails him. His style 
has the easy familiarity we associate with our 


Transatlantic brethren, and he has the power - 


of entertaining even when he does not carry 
conviction. Although he is by no means 


always blind te the influence of hospitalitv 


in determining the cordiality of the wel- 
come given by a foreign ecclesiastic to a 
wandering American. we feel that he has 
the temperament of the man who believes 
that “one swallow makes a summer.” We 
admire his spirit, we are attracted by his 
personality, but we cannot accept his con- 
clusions. as based on a wide and impartial 
survey of the present-day facts of Christian 
life. The book is divided into two parts—the 
first deals with his tour in Germany, Russia, 
Italy, Egypt, Palestine, Constantinople, France, 
and England. Many prominent’ man appear 
in the pages, and the conversations recorded 
are discreetly reported. The second part 
is a re-publication of addresses and papers

He rejoices in 
the welcome given by the Edinburgh Con- 
ference to Bishop Bonomelli’s letter and tts 
generous endurance of very plain talk from 
High Church Anglicans. This was the victory 
of the Conference over itself! But was courtsy 
intended to be the measure of truth? Hata 
readiness to listen to things that were con- 
sidered an abuse of hospitality for the sake of 
peace any right to be chronicled as a surrender 
of principle? We believe that the attempt 
to yoke Protestantism with Romanism, pro- 
gressive Church life with stagnant dulness, 
can only end in the destruction of everything
